Christmas, of Washington, was the only 
relative present. 
Three days ago she 


made her will, but was too weak to affix 
icrname, and signed it with a cross. 


Mrs. Gaines for more than forty years 


las been a prominent figure in the soci- 
ty of Washington and New Orleans, in 


which cities she has conducted her won- 
derful seiies of suits to recover the prop- 


marriage, but made no mention of the J debt to her nearly $2,000,000 with 6 per 
$700,000. Mr. Whitney took his bride cent, interest till paid, with costs. On 
to a beautiful country place near New June 27 of tn« same year the case was

man may talk in favor of temperance ; he 
may give money in its behalf; he may 
countenance] and ^support the various 
methods that are employed to advanca it, 
but not luss important is fidelity to the 
principle on his own part. Thare is a 
patency in faithful example which every 
one must recognize. It acts r.s a check- 
ing and lestraining power upon others, 
and cspcv ially upon the youug, and its 
use in directing their actions in right 
channels may be of greater consequence 
than we imagine. A man devoted to the 
principle of temperance, and never de- 
viating dam its practice, cannot fail to 
exert a good influence, and to impel 
others, b\ the simple weight of his exam- 
ple, to cultivate a like spirit, and to walk 
in the Mine paths of excellence.

learned of her rights, and of her just title 
to property even then worth millions of 
dollars. 
She also learned that her mother 


still lived, and that her good name had 
remained all these years under a dark 
cloud, in which her own legitimacy was 
nvolved.

Vhftney's first thought.

FANCIFUL Fonsis.— Col. 


John Hay is building a mansion on tho 
corner of IGth and H streets, Washing- 
ton. The house, when completed, will be 
a notable one, as affording a fine illustra« 
tion of what can bo done with brick in 
the way of 01 numentation. 
The architect 


has drawn designs for most of the brick 
which will ba used, and these have been 
made from the designs. 


The bricki in the walls will he fourteen 


inches long, instead of the ordinary length, 
nine inches. 
The arches and ornamenta- 


tion over tho windows and doors will be 
"composed of bricks made according to 
special designs. Tho pillars which are 
introduced will be composed of rounded 
brick. 
Large bricks, octagonal in shape, 


fan-shaped and of a variety of designs, 
will be set in the walls, giving a richness 
and variety which will be very effective. 
The side of the house on 10th street will 
be made especially rich in ornamental 
work, yet at the same time the effect will 
be substantial and solid. 


While some stone work will be used in

Philadelphia, who promised faithfully to 
care for her. 
Not long afterward Clark 


went to Washington as the first Delegate 
in Congress from Louisiana. 
Zulime be- 


gan to discover evidences of his infidelity, 
aud they lived so unhappily together that 
a separation ensued. 
About this time, 


owing to some unfortunate business trans- 
action, which led to tho belief that he 
might lose most of his property, Clark 
placed in the hands of his daughter's 
guardian and reputed father $700,000 iu 
trust for the child. He then made his 
will, directing that after the payment of 
his debts, if there should be anything 
left, it wis to go to his old mother. 
Some time previous to this ha nad made 
a uill leaving the bulk of his property to 
charitable institutions, and naming as his 
executor and administrator his business 
partner, who was also his confidential 
friend. 
Recovering from his losses, and 


fmc.ing himself still amassing wealth, he 
made another will, making his daughter 
sole heiress of all he possessed. 
He was 


taken ill soon after and died under sus- 
picious circumstances, which led to the 
belief that he had been poisoned. 
Three 


days before Clark died, his partner de- 
posited with the Clerk of the Court his 
first will, but t*o days later, when there 
appeared some chance for Clark's recov- 
ery, withdrew it; but again filed and re- 
coicied it the day after Clark's death. 
An aged negro man in Clark's service 
testified that he Imd seen this partner open 
Clark's secretary after his death, and 
take from it a sealed document, which he 
immediately burned on the hearth. .This 
was believed to be the last will and testa- 
ment of Daniel Clark, which gave to his 
daughter Myra the whole of his immense 
property, which would at once have been 
secured to her had the will remained in 
existence. 
It will be clearly seen how 


much it was to the man's advantage to 
suppress this will and produee the first 
one. 
Thue be gained control of the vast 


estate, which he sold from time to time, 
chiefly to the city of New Orleans. 
The 


story of this partner's death, which oc- 
curred jears after when Myra had begun 
litigation, is dramatically told as follows: 
He was informed that Myra had declared 
in open court her belief that she could 
prove that her lather had made a later 
will, which was destroyed by an interested 
party. 
"Good God ! did she say that ?" 


he exclaimed, and throwing up bis arms 
fell dead from apoplexy, 


Clark's .reputed wife Zulime found that 


her husband had destroyed all evidence 
of their secret marriage and that she had 
nothing by which to prove the legitimacy 
of her daughter Myra except her own and 
sister's word. 


On these romantic circumstances was 


founded 
the remarkable 
litigation to 


which Myra Clark Gaines devoted so 
many years of her life. 


Myra lived a quiet, secluded,intl happy 


life in Philadelphia with her guardian, 
whom she supposed to be he.r father,, He 
discouraged Myra's efforts at self-educa- 
tion, and krpt her in ignorance of the 
world and iti ways. It appears that he 
hoped in this way to gain entire control 


married for a third time, and there was 
little sympathy 
between mother and 


child. 
But the daughter was none the 


less eager to establish her rights. She 
succeeded in ferreting out many of the 
most important facts, but in the midst 
of her first success her husband died of 
yellow fever, leaving her 
heart-broken, 


and with three small children to care 


for. 
The persons having possession of 


the property in litigation were many 
and powerful, and the value of it was 
increasing every 
year. 
They looked 


with contempt on the young woman who 
contested their rights. 
By and by they 


began to circulate slander against her, 
and it is even said that four attempts 
were made to assasinate her. For the 
sake of her children and her own name 
she prosecuted her suit with renewed 
vigor. 
She employed eminent counsel, 


but never relinquished a complete per- 
sonal 
supervision of 
the case. 
Her 


money became exhausted, and She was 
forced to borrow, but lived economic- 
ally and prudently. She had the power 
of instilling faith in her cause into 


again taken to the Supreme Court by the 
city of New Orleans, which was com- 
pelled to file a bond of $50,000. It was 
then stated that the case could not be 
reached for three years. 
The cost of the 


suits has been enormous. One lawyer is 
estimated to have made $60,000 out of 
it in fees, and there are probably a dozen 
others who have made from $20,000 to 
$50,000 each. 


Mrs. Gaines had five children, three of 


whom survived their childhood. 
One of 


the daughters died in New York city 
under sud circumstances, at the early age 
of sixteen; the other married, became 
the mother of three children and died in 
in the fall of of 1879. 
The son married 


a very estimable lady from Greenfield, 
Mass. 
His tragic death from a pistol in 


the hands of his brother-in-law, James 
Christmas, was a great shock to her, and 
utterly prostrated Mrs. Gaines, who had 
long deplored the enmity existing be- 
tween the two men, but who had not 
dreamed that it would end in such a ter- 
rible manner. There are in all six grand- 
children, heirs of Mrs. Gaines.

and held in high esteem for bis private 
'irtues. 
With him for a protector Mrs. 


Jains always gained a respectful hear- 
ng. His money enabled him to press 
he litigation. 
The suit was carried to 


he Supreme Court three times on quas- 
ionsof practice. When the plaintiffoffer- 
ed a compromise, oue of the defendants 
Patterson, accepted it, withdrew all dil- 
atory pleas, and al'. sd the case : c. me 
.o trial. 
There was a regular understand- 


ng between Patterson and Mrs. Gaines, 
nd, while Patterson made a defense, it 
was not nearly as strong as it could have 
ieen. The result was that in 1848, just 
ixteen years after 
the original case 


was brought, Mrs. Gaines won a signal 


ictory, the highest tribunal in the land 


—the United States Supreme Court 
deciding in her favor, and declaring that 


marriage had taken plaee between Mrs. 


Gaines' smother and Clark, and that Myra 
was entitled to four-fifths of Clark's es- 
ate. 
But, after all, the victory proved 


barren one. 
Mrs. Gaines found that, to 


ecure the property, she'would have to 
ring suits against each of its owners in 
uccession, as her judgement applied only 
o Patterson and was good against none 
fthe others. Slowly her suit against 
he executors went up to the Supreme 
Court. 
The defense this time was much 


tore vigorous than that made in the 
'atterson cas», and Airs. Gaines was 
rought face to face for the fisrt time 
•ith the other side of the case. This 


was tried in 1851, fifty-seven years after 
be umriage of Mrs. Guines's mother 
nd DCS Grange and forty-nine years 
fter the alleged marriage with Clark. 
lfi,er listening to a flood of contradict- 
ry evidences the Supreme Court declared 
hat no marriage between the mother and 
31ark was proved; and 
then, 
after 


pending a fortune on this suit, Mrs. 


Gaines found herself, at the'end of nine- 
teen years, completely nonsuited. 


Before this, in 1840, her gallant hus- 


band, General Gaines, had died, and she 
was left to fight her .battle* alone. She 
was not dismayed, and began a new suit, 
dropping 
the marriage question and 


bringing suit unc'er the supposedly de- 
stroyed will of 1813, in which Clark con- 
stituted her. his heir. Another victory 
awaited her. The State Supreme Court 
ordered this will probated, and when the 
base reached the United States Supreme 
Court in 1880, it also, but by a bare ma- 
jority of one, 4 to 3, decided in her favor. 
The value of the property claimed was in 
that year estimated at $35,000,000. The 
war put a stop to till proceedings just when 


what she would do with her property 
when she gained it, and replied : "Sir, I 
have ever striven to pursue the path of 
duty, and to quote the words of my noble 
hearted husband, the General, 'the path 
of duty is ever the path of honor, safety, 
and glory.'

PKKTY OF THE HUSBAND OK WlFE 1— 
Are 
wedding presents the property of 


the wife or the husband ? This curious 
question has, been raised in the English 
courts. 


Mme. Mercicr sued Mrs. Williams for 


a bill of goods to the extent of $5,000 
supplied before the latter's marriage. 
She recovered judgment and levied on 


Mrs. 
Williams'jewels. 
They were wed- 


ding presents, and were claimed by the 
husband us his property. 
The case was 


tried before Lord Chief Justice Cole- 
ridge and a jury. He instructed the 
jury that in law the articles belonged to 
the husband, and that accordingly the 
suit against the wife could not be main- 
tained. 
An appeal was taken to the di- 


visional court. 
The judges were equally 


divided. Then the Court of appeal was 
called upon to decide tho question. 
It 


held that both the wedding presents and 
other valuables owned by Mrs. Williams 
before her marriage became the property 
of her husband, but that their ownership 
had been transferred to her by an ante- 
nuptial agreement. 
This agreement pro- 


vided that all party of the wife should be 
assigned to trustees for named purposes 
"except jewels, tinkets, ornaments of the 
person, and articles of the like nature." 
These, it was declared in the agreement, 
should belong for her separate use. 


The case was then carried to the House 


of Lords, which has just given its opinion. 
It sustains the decision of the Court of 
Appeal that the jewels were the separate 
property of Mrs. Williams under the 
ante-nuptial 
agreement. 
They 
were 


therefore liable to seizure by her credi- 
tors. The views of the House of Lords 
on the question whether wedding pres- 
ents become the property of the husband 
or belong to the wife do not appear in 
the report of the opinion. 
The inference 


is that the house agrees with the Court of 
Appeal on this poinj; also.—New York 
Herald.

acquit General Grant of the debt incur- 
red in connection with tho failure of the 
firm of Grant & Ward. Two offers hove 
been made and declined, one on Saturday 
and one on Sunday. 
Mr. Vanderbilt's 


procedure was 
as follows • 
Having 


bought in all the personal 
property 


pledged by General Grant as a security 
for the debt, he OB Saturday wrote to 
Mrs. Grant, presenting it, together with 
the judgments obtained at the request of 
General Grant and the mortgages on the 
realty, to Mrs. Grant as a separate estate, 
the only condition being that on his 
death, or sooner if she desired, the Gen- 
eral's trophies of war and .peace having 
historical interest should go to the Na- 
tional Government 
This generous offer 


was declined so far as everything except 
the trophies were concerned. 
These 


General Grant said, should go to Wash- 
ington as soon as they could be transmit- 
ted. 
Sunday Mr. Vanderbilt 
wrote a 


second letter in which he modified his 
offer so as to create a trust fund out of 
the proceeds of the real estate, the in- 
come for the fund to gc to Mrs Grant 
during her life time and the principal to 
be at her disposal at will. This offer was 
at first accepted, but late Sunday night 
was declined in a letter written by Mrs. 
Grant. 


The statistics of murders, failures and 


suicides, the past year in this country, 
form a very sombre picture. 
During 


that time the failures have been 11,600, 
or, 1,301 more than in 1883. 
There has 


been an increase of about $40,000,000 in 
the assets of failed parties, while the lia- 
bilities grew from $175,968,000 in 1883 
to $240,000,000 this year. The per 
coot of assets to liabilities has increased 
from 52 to 54. Since the beginning of 1884, 
8,377 persons met their death at the hands 
of their fellowmen, against 1,494 last 
year. 
Two hundred and fifteen of these 


were mysteriously murdered. 
Out of 


the 8,877 who became murderers during 
the year, 64 committed suicide. 
Since 


Jan. 1,1884, 111 persons have expiated 
their crimes by death at the hands of the 
law, against 105 last year. Through the 
instrumentality of vigilance committees 
and mobs summary justice has been 
meted out to 219 culprits, against 92 in 
1883.

unpleasant exhibit is behind us, and there 
ar« good reasons for believing the present 
year will be one of more promise, in 
trade and morals, than the Ust.

OLD-:'ASHIONi;D KISSING. 


In one < f the letters written by him 


from England in the reign of Henry 
VI[r, 
Era.'m us dwells with immense 


relish on tho English custom of kissing 
ladies at firs', meeting them, and describes 
the custom as delightful, because mai* 
dens as well as matrons kissed all visi- 
tors both when they came and when they 
went. One of the courtesies appearing 
to this usage was that partners kissed at 
the close of a danco. Thus the King in 
Shal;speare'3 Henry VIII, 
(act I, scene 


iv) when he sees "Annie Bullen" for the 
first time and dances with her, says to 
the lady as • oon as the dance is over : 


It wore unmannerly to tako you out 
And not to kl»» you. (Kunos her.) 


Manifest!/ this custom, familiar to an 


Elizabethan audience, is assumed, though 
not expressly indicated, iu the dancing 
scene in 'Olomeo and Juliet." If we 
siw all the partners kissing at the close 
of tho dan:e we should understand at 
once that Borneo's kiss is not "unman- 
nerly," as i; certainly now appears to us. 
It may be objected that a modern audi- 
ence would be shocked by such an unlim- 
ited and promiscuous quantity of kissing. 
But I do not think that it would be the 
case if the business were properly man> 
ugcd. The dancing is of a more or less 
stately chai actor. The general salute at 
the end of it would be equally ceremo- 
nious. 
The special character of liomeo's 


action would then be felt in its right re- 
lation to all that is going on around him. 
For he has no express title to kiss Juliet, 
since he is not a recognized visitor, but 
an intruder and an enemy. But under 
the cover of a prevailing usage, and the 
general kissing that is going on all around 
him, be approaches Juliet with the de- 
vout reverence appropriate to her as- 
sumed character, and craves permission 
to pay a linly palmer's homage to the 
shrine of hit davotion. This is demanded 
by the true spirit of the scene, which 
under theso conditions (but these oply 
becomes graceful and poetic. The kiss- 
ing between all the partners at the end 
of the dance leads naturally up to the 
kissing betv een Romeo and Juliet; and, 
instead of Borneo's first greeting of 
Juliet beta;; marked by a vulgar famil« 
iarity, it takes the character of a peculiar- 
ly deferential homage.—Earl Lytton, in 
Nineteenth Century.
